Expo Is Fascinating Fun-filled Week 


(In an earlier issue the summer 
trip to Expo by County students 
was described by Larry Mumby. 
This is the concluding portion of 
this account.) 

The County of Vulcan Centen¬ 
nial Travellers spent five days at 
the Expo site. Perhaps the easiest 
way to describe Expo Is to give 
a quick tour of the three islands. 

Each day, the tourist began by 
a bus trip from Elmville Student 
Village to Expo. A short walk 
from the parking lot brought the 


tourist to Place d’Accueil where 
he had his passport stamped allow¬ 
ing his admission to Expo. 

From Place d'Accueil he could 
tour the Expo Theatre, the CBC 
Pavilion as well as enjoy the 
beauty of the Industrial Design, 
Fine Arts, and Photography 
Pavilions. 

The tourist could then descend 
the steps at Place d’Accueil and 
'board the Expo Express. The Expo 
Express was a fully remote con¬ 
trol train donated by the Swiss 


government .to Expo. A ride upon 
this train gives a complete view 
of Expo. 

As the train leaves Place 
d’Accueil, the tourist sees, on the 
left, the Expo Harbour, where 
vessels such as the Bluenose are 
moored for inspection by tourists. 
On the right, he passes the im¬ 
mense architectural wonder of 
Habitat ’67. These marvellous 
apartments (158 in all) were fur¬ 
nished by Good Housekeeping and 
Chatelaine. The rent, unfurnished, 


is estimated between $500 and 
$700 per month. 

Next, the tourist sees the pavi¬ 
lion of Man and His Health and 
the pavilion of Man and His Com¬ 
munity. Within these pavilions the 
tourist sees man’s control over 
his problems in health, as well as 
a complete history of the medical 
field. He also views the different 
characteristics-..of man — laziness, 
segregation, destruction, urbanism 
and conqueror..

upon fields laying under two feet 
of snow during their normal seed¬ 
ing time, and who feared late 
crops and risk of frost damage 
are harvesting furiously while 
wondering about the changes that 
nature has brought this summer. 
As they pick up fields of wheat 
that are running between 20 and 
30 bushels to the acre they are 
giving thanks now for the exces¬ 
sive moisture this spring, which, 
along with some cod nights late 
in July and a few scattered 
showers, appears to have sustain¬ 
ed the crops and brought surpris¬ 
ing yields. 

According to reports from 12 
Alberta Wheat Pool agents in the 
county about 70 per cent of the 
wheat is swathed, 10 per cent of 
the oats and 80 per cent of the 
barley. 

Percentages of combining done 
ranges from five to 60 on wheat, 
0 to 100 on oats and 10 to 80 
on barley. 

Estimated yields are running 
from 20 to 30 bushels to the acre 
on wheat, 30 to 60 bushels on oats 
and from 25 to 40 bushels to the 
acres on barley. Very little flax 
is down as yet and estimates on 
this crop average about 14 bushels 
to the acre. 


Fire Department 
Aids In Brant 
Farm Blaze 

The rural pumper of the Vul¬ 
can Fire Department was called 

out to the Brant district at noon 
Tuesday of this week to a fire 
which destroyed a bunk house and 
two other machinery or equipment 
sheds at the Stacy Graham farm. 
The farm is located in sight of 
Highway 23 about four miles 
north-east of Brant. 

A moderate wind which blew 
burning garbage from the barrel 
against the bunkhouse, started the 
fire which also burned a stack of 
bales and 15 acres of swathed 
grain. It was feared at one time 
that the south wind might blow 
the fire through the quarter- 
section to the highway.

The Shorthorn steer placed 
in first position in live judging 
and remained first spot in carcass 
grading also. Mr. Lore of Edmon¬ 
ton was the keen judge.

This animal was a 
cross-bred and the class was only 
judged by live placings.
